Cashier of Crown Bank Toronto Eloped With His Sweet- 
Heart, Taking a Fortune From the Vat't 


Toronto, Jan. 11.—A cable was 


received at police headquarters to-! 


night from Kingston, Jamaica, 
from Detective Black, of the city 
force, stating that he had arrested 
E. 8. Banwell, the defaulting teller 
of the Crown Bank of Toronto. 
Banwell left the bank as usual on 
December 9. Next day when he did 
not.turn up, it was found that he 


had taken a large amount of bank 
funds, and with Nora Hector, his 
fiancee, of Erindale, Ont., had fled 


the country. The amount of his 
) speculation is still a mystery. The 


‘ hank’s statement to the press puts 
it at $1,487 in gold, and $20,000 in 
| unsigned $50 bills. Subsequently it 
was admitted that he got $1700 in 
miscellaneous cash. The Pinkerton 
Agency circulates a report that the 
detailed amoynts total, including 
unsigned notes, $40,200. The Tor- 
onto police were told that it was 
| $29,670, but your correspondent has 
| good reason to believe that the total 
approximated $80,000 in cash. 
When Manager O’Grady was spo- 
ken to tonight he refused to make 
4 statement. On being told that the 
loss was estimated at $80,000 he said

It is intended that the members 
of the Board of Trade, to a large 
number, accept the kind and very 
husinesshike offer of the Canadian 
Northern Railway Company te give 
a free trip to Winnipeg during the 
next month or so. Why not have 
cortain telephone people requested 
to appear before these gentlemen at 
Winnipeg and explain the telephone 
situation ? 

With the merits of the present 
manual system of operating telc 
phones most of us ‘are familiar; 
comparatively few of us have seen 
the automatic systems in operation. 
To most business men a demonstra- 
tion of the advantages of an autom- 
atic system would be interesting 
and instructive. On an important 
occasion such as the proposed visit 
to, and in such a central place as, 
Winnipeg it is altogether likely that 
the telephone people would be glad 
to be present to demonstrate the 
advantages of their respective sys-

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A TIMELY MEASURE 

It is a fortunate thing for the 
fucure of Canada that so early in her 
career public men are fully alive to 
the value of the timber resources 
with which nature has clothed large 
areas of the Dominion. The rapid 
development of the more favored por- 
tions of the country has created a 
demand for the products of the 
forest which is certain to increase 
with years, while it is reasonable to 
suppose that the thickly-populated 
country to the south will some day 
exhaust its magnificent reserves and 
become a heavy importer of Canadjan 
timber. The beginning of this condi- 
tion may be seen already along the 
Pavific coast where American mill- 
men are eagerly seeking to acquire 
limits north of the boundary line 
ami where shingles are sawn in Cana- 
dian mills for saie in the markets of 
the New England Siates. 

To no section of Canada is the mat- 
etr of greater consequence than to 
the west. While the splendid coal 
resources of Alberta will forever free 
ths people of the west from the 
necessity of using wood for fuel, the 
needs of the miilions who shall one 
day populate the thousand miles of 
fertile but treeless prairie will von- 
stiiute an ever increasing home mar- 
ket for the product of the sawmill 
and the factory. In supplying this 
@emand the forest resources of cen- 
tral and northern Alberta wiil create 
ar industry the proportions of which 
are as yet ‘ittle comprehiinded. 

In order however that this increas- 
ing demand may become the creator 
of a permanent and profitable enter- 
prise, ana not the destroyer of the 
national forest wealth it is neces- 
sary that some broad and effective 
means be adoptea for perpetuating 
the supply. Such action was sug- 
gestei Sy Sir Wilfrid Laurier in his 
address to the Forestry Convention 
on Wednesday and it is understood 
thet legislation will be introduced at 
the forthcoming session to give ef- 
fect to the proposal to reserve as 
the perpetual possession of the Crown 
all timber lands not already alienat- 
ed. It is possible also that steps will 
be taken fo restore to the public do- 


maim such fands as have been alien- 
ated and which are not speciatiy 


adapted for agricultural operations. 
By selling only the timber and re- 
serving the iands the Government 
would be in a position te adopt such 
plans for forest creation and preser- 
vation as would ensure a supply of 
timber sufficient for the needs of 
our people for all time and as would 
enable Canadians to build up a na- 
tional enterprise in supplying the de- 
mauds of the foreign market.

Secretaay Talks on Some of the Work 
Done in Past Year 


Theo. M. Kappan, secrefary of the 
Western Canadian TImmigration As- 
sociation, visited the city Wednesday 
in ofder to interest the members of 
the Aiberta Government in the work 
of that institution and to eanvass 
them for a grant for carrying on 
the work during the next two years. 

Incidentally he talked to members 
of the board as to having representa- 
tion at the meeting of the executive 
committee of the association in Win- 
pipezg on Monday next. 

Th. Western Canadian Immigration 
association has now been working 
several years and has done a lot of 
work fn the way of advertising West- 
ern Canada. During that time it has 
spent $40,000, which was raised from 
municipalities, Soards of trade and 
(from merchants, fand, companies, and 
others benefitting by, the filling up 
of the western provinces with set- 
tlers. The Association proposes to do 
nothing Dut advertisc the- country, 
and its system of advertising is fo 


from all parts of the contirent, show 
them the country and give them a 
chance, whife travelling comfortably, 
to g@ther the basis of many articles 
for their readers. Last year two 
trips were arranged into this country. 
The first one was the Washington 
worrespondents. Mr. Kappan claims 
that the twenty correspondents 
whom ®e brought fato the west on 
an excursfon published altogether 300 
articles In eighty different papers, 
the tofal of which would have 
amounted to a volume, of 509,000 
words. Had the space been paid for 
at the regufar newspaper rates it 
would have cost $55,000, but the cost 
ol ‘the excursion was only $5,000. 
In October of last year the Associa- 
tion brought Frank G. Carpenter into 
the west and gave him a chance to 
see at first hand the things that he 
wanted to write about. Carpenter 
represents a syndicate of thirty 
papers. The expense of getting Car- 
penter into the country was practi- 
Be nil. 

The Association is asking the pro- 
vineial government, to put up $2,500 
| toward its expenses for the next two 
jyears, and will ask the same from 
Saskatphewan. _

ALBERTA MINISTER INTER- 
VIEWED 

Winnipeg Free Press: Hon. W. H. 
Cushing, minister of pubiic works for 
| Aiberta, arrived in the city last night 
from Ontario, where he had been 
| visiting his mother. Mr. Cushing vis- 
lited Toronto, Montreal, and Ottawa. 
| While not being actively engaged in 
departmental work~-during the trip, 
he made incidental investizations that 
may prove useful and had an infor- 
mal interview with Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
jier. He also had an interview. with 
|Hon. Frank Diiver, minister of the 
|interior. 
Speaking to a Free Press reporter 
ling said that the first session of the 
jat the Empire last night, Mr. Cush- 
first Tegislature of Alberta would be 
called fogether about March 1. There 
would be a vast amount of legisjation 
to be effected, he said, and he did 
jmot think that it could all be accom- 
| plished in one session. A quesition 
| Which would have to be debated and 
|decided was the selection of a per- 
|manent capital site. Mr. Cushing de- 
iclined to give any opinion as to the 
joulcome of the vote on this mat- 
ter. 


In regard to his department, Mr. 
|Cushing said that ‘ne realized that 
ithere was a great deal of work 
jahead. After the selection of a per- 
manent capital the erection of legis- 
jlative buildings and a government 
house would hecomne necessary. These 
|buildings wonid be on a_ scale in 
| keeping with the future of the prov- 
jince. They would cost a great deal, 
but there was a grant from the Do- 
jminion fo assist ‘in this work 
#mounting to $93,000 a year for a 
period of five years. Besides these 
buildings there was to be a normal 
school at Calgary and a_ registry 
|bulding. The former of ythese if 
| butit so as to afford equipment and 
laccommoda'tion for taking up the lat- 
| est pedagogical work would cost a 
jlarge sum. The decision in fhis re- 
|gard would be made by the educa- 
| tional department. 

| Besides the erection of public build- 
jings, the minister of public works 
| pointed. out that Aiberta would re- 
|quire a large expenditure in connec- 
jtion with bridges and ditches. the 
| provinee’s population at present was 
small in comparison with her area 
| and the work of bridging and diich- 
| ing was essential to the development 
lof the province. : 

| Mr. Cushing said ‘that the Hon. 
| Sydney Fisher, Minister of Agricul- 
| ture Tor the Dominion, had, informed 
| him last Thursday, that the gov- 
ernment creameries of Alberta would 
| be banded over ‘to the control of the

LOCAL MEN HOLD VALUABLE 
LIMITS. 

A. Driscoli, D.L.S., returned on 
Wednesday irom Macleod _ river 
country, where he has been survey- 
ing timber limits for a syndicate of 
Edmonton business men who be: 
|Tiev. », according to the report which 
Mr. Driscoll brings down, that they 
j have one of ~e est timber propo- 
sitions in the north district. 


The berth which Mr. Driscoll has 
just finished surveying comprises 
15,320 acres of timber land on the 
Eagle River, which flows into the 
Athabasca river from the north 
side about two miles above the 
mouth of the McLeod river. The 
berth was cruised in October, 1904, 
by Mr. Goodwin, of Minnesota, who 
is now a part owner in the proper- 
ty, and was put up for tender about 
a year ago, and bought in by the 
present owners. The limit reaches 
up the Eagle river in a strip about 
three miles wide, covering 25} sec- 
tions, almost all of which is heavily 
timbered with the finest kind of 
spruce. Two sections of the limit 
have been close-cruised, and showed 
24,000,000 feet on the two square 
miles, which, estimating on a basis 
of one-third ‘of the cruiser’s estim- 
mate, would make the limit go 100, 
000,000 feet. ~The report indicates 


that »-e timber will go twenty 
inches at the butt on an average, 
and will scale three logs to the 
thousand. 


The lccal men_ interested in the 
limit are Crafts & Lee, Arthur Mo- 
wat, Dr. Forin and D. W. Me 
Donald. 

The owners believe that the Grand 
Trunk Pacific Railway when built 
will come to within a mile of the 
berth.
